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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the pre-amendment filed with the application 
on July 5, 2006. In accordance with the pre-amendment, claims 1 , 3-5, 7-10, and 12-15 
have been amended; claims 17 and 18 have been canceled; while new claims 19 and 
20 have been added. 

Claims 1-16, 19, and 20 are pending. 

Priority

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-16, 19, and 20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of record (Mouradian et al NFL; Morioka 
Toshio et al. JP 05-265057) does not teach or reasonably suggest an apparatus (or 
method for using same) in which an optical Fourier transformation technique is used in 
which an optical Kerr medium has a control light pulse with a shape expressed by a 
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quadratic function or parabola in order to subject the input source light pulse to linear 
chirping (independent claims 1 and 15; dependent claims 2-4, 8, 9, 12-14, 16, and 19). 
Further, the closest prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest an 
apparatus in which an optical Fourier transfomnation technique is used where a 
generator to generate quadratic function type optical pulses, which is equipped with 
dispersion reducing fibers for reducing the absolute value of the normal dispersion in 
the longitudinal direction, being used to generate the control light pulses being 
introduced Into the optical Kerr medium (independent claims 5 and 10; dependent 
claims 6, 7, 1 1 , and 20).
